Berlin, June 2.— (By United Press) 


—via wireless-to 
Sayville—Engage- 


ment between the German high seas 
fleet and the main part of the Eng- 
lish fighting fleet in which more than 
eight British vessels were destroyed 
and many badly damaged, was an- 
nounced in an admiralty statement to- 
day. 


The admiralty statement under date 


of June 1st said: "In an engagement 
on May 31st in the North sea as far 
as known until now, we destroyed the 
large battle ship, Warspitc, the bat- 
tle cruisers Queen Mary and Indefa- 
tigable, two armoured cruisers, .one 
small cruiser, two flag ships, three 
destroyers, a number of torpedo de- 
stroyers and one submarine. 


By observation, which it is clear is 


free to objection, it was stated that 
a large number of British battleships 
suffered heavy damage from our fire. 
Many prisoners were taken.

others of larger British ships dam- 
aged the battleship Marlboroujih was 
hit by a torpedo. This is confirmed 
by prisoners.
